THE POST'S OPINION. 

The Post says: “The suspension of the Marine 
National Bank was announced a little after 11 
this morning. Tke inimediate cause of the fail 

Was the bank’s Inability to meet its debt of 
About $500,000 at the Clearing House this morn- 
ing. But the cause lying behind this is presumed 
to be the real estate operations of President Jas 
D. Fish during the last year or two. Within that 
time he has bought Booth’s Theater and the 
Casino, and has also recently been building the 
large apartment bhilding, The Mystic,” on West 
Thitty-ninth street. The reconstruction of 
Booth’s Theater and the building of “The Mys- 
tic’ has taken a great deal of money. 
which he is presumed to have 
borrowed from th» bank. Fish is seeond vice- 
president of the St. Louis and San Francisco Kail- 


‘road, and the Marine Bank is the registration of- 


fice of that stock, It is not presumed that tliis 
connection had anything to do with the bank’s 
embarrassment, though it is understood that some 
connection rth either Ontario and Western or 
the West Shes bond manipulation may have had 
some influence, though probably only secondary 
to the real estate operations of the president. A 
few minutes after 10 o’clock a gentleman madea 
deposit at the Marine National Bank, and as he 
went out was followed to the door by the bank 
porter, who began rolling down the iron shutters. 
THE DEPOSITOR RAN BACK 

to find the receiving teller had shut his window 
and gone out of business for an indefinite period. 
The paying teller was still more conspicuous by 
his absence, and the depositor had the consola- 
tion of stanaing on the steps of the bank the next 
hour and telling his experience to a crowd of ex- 

cited depositors who gathered at the corner of 
Wall and Pearl streets, within an incredibly 
short time after the failure of the bank had been 
announced. Two policemen were sent for, who 
stood guard over the steps of the bank building. 
To a few of the largest depositors the iron doors 
were opened about an inch and a few words of 
indefinite encouragemént spoken by those within. 
A full statement of the bank’s condition was 
promised at 3 o’clock. All information was de- 
ied reporters. The gossip among the crowd 
of depositors attributed the fallure 
chiefly to the miscarriage of large real 
estate speculators by James D. Fish. The busi- 
ness done was not considered large for the neigh- 
borhood, and the feeling among the depositors 
was hopefu!. Some delay may be caused by the 


_ necessity of selling a large amount of real estate, 


Dut unless the failure was worse than the too 
heavy rea) estate speculation the faliure will not 
prove disastfous. One of the depositors, who was 
disposed to make the best of it, said Wall street

000, and Manager Camp refused to allow the clear- 
ing to proceed until security to that amount had 
been provided. Thus the clearing was delayed, 
and although finally accomplished, security hav- 
ing been given for $500,000,.the Marine Bank of- 
ficials decided to suspend. Director Yates of the 
Marine Bank says there is no defalcation or dis- 
honesty in the management. The principal 
troubie is that the bank cannot realize on some

CAUSE OF THE FAILURE. 

An associated press reporter visited the clear- 
ing house and endeavored to obtain some infor- 
mation from Manager Camp. That official would 
only say that the Clearing House Committee was 
in session and nothing would be given the public 
until it concluded an examination of the account 
of the bank. It is said on the street that the 
bank's downfall is due to the real estate transac- 
tions of President Fish. Some time ago he bought 
Booth's Theater, and 1s now converting it into 
stores. He is also interested in the apartment 
houses. An official of the bank was asked 
whether Fisifer’s operations had caused the sus 
pension, and whether the bank was doing busi- 
ness With brokers and 80 lost money. He refused 
to answer, It is believed the failure is due to a 
little of both.

The Annual Convention of the 
American Medical Association. 


— — 
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Over Half a Thousand Delegates Present 
—The Opening Address of President 
Garnett. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May6.—The American 
Medical Association Convention is ia annual ses- 
sion this morning at the Congregational Church. 
Delegates arrived in such numbers that previous 
to the hour of meeting the ve stivule of the church 
and entrances were crowded with long lines of 
members waiting to be registered. Over five 
hundred delegates had registered this 
morning and new names were 


constantly added to the list. Inside the church 
delegates were scattered about in groups. In the 
galleries were seated a large number of persons, 
interested spectators in the proceedings. Mem- 
bers of the Washington committee were busily 
engaged in completing the arrangements for the 
meeting of the sections. A single mass of flow- 
ers, With the letters “A. M. A.“ upon a white 
background, rested upon the desk, and gave the 
ouly touch of color to the scene. 

At 10:45 the president of the association, Dr. 
Austin Fiint of New York, preceded by Dr. A. T. 
P. Garnett, chairman of the Washington commit- 
tee on arrangements, came upon the piatform and 
their rn was creeted with rounds of ap- 
plause py the delegates.

CALLED THE ASSOCIATION TO ORDER 

and asked Rev. Mr. Leoaard to offer ‘a prayer. 
The reverend gentleman concluded his supplica- 
tions with the Lord’s Prayer, which the members 
of the association repeated with him. Dr. 
Garnett then introduced the president 
of the association, Dr. Austin Flint, 
and in response to hearty applause Dr, Fiint 
bowed his thanks, Dr. Garnett, in welcoming 
the members of the association, referred to the 
peculiar advantage possessed by this body, whieh 
is not affected by sectional interests or by party 
ambitions, They had no constituency to whom 
they were responsible. They moved in a higher 
plane and they were answerabie alone to the die- 
tum of scientific truth—truths that they had dis- 
covered could not be patented for individual use 
or converted into — éprofit by .monopo- 
lies. He alluded eloquently tothe missien, du- 
ties and responsibilities of a physician and to his 
singular experiences. What he asked in compar- 
ison to such an experience was a knowledge of 
human nature, acquired in the confidential coua- 
oll chamber of a lawyer or learned in tho secrecy 
of the confessional, even where remorse 1 4 
truth from the penitent, Their ality 
experience forced them to reek 
nize with humility that beyond 
all this knowledge, their mere experiences — 
could not understand laws they could

OUR MILITIA, 

The militia bill which has the Sen- 
ate, and awaits a two-thirds vote to suspend 
the rules and bring it up in the House, is 
not so perfect a measure as Congress ought 
to pass. But a committee appointed by the 
National Guard Association at the Cincin- 
nati Militia Convention, and composed of 
the Adjutant-Generals of Iowa, Kansas, 
Louisiana and Ohio, are bringing all the in- 
fluence of that association to Dear on its 
passage, regarding it as a fair starter, and so 
ineffen sive as to excite no opposition. 

Ite provisions merely increase the annual 
appropriation of $200,000 to $600,000 for 
militia arms, equipments, tents, etc., with 
some stricter regulations for the distribu- 
tion and preservation thereof. It pro- 
vides, for instance, that the distribu- 
tion shall be on the basis of 250 uniformed 
militia for each Congressional district 


and for each territory, but that the appropri- 4 


ation for each State or territory shall be re- 
dueed in proportion as its number of regu- 
larly enlisted, organized and uniformed 
militia falls short of the prescribed quota. It 
also authorizes the Secretary of War to sell, 
at cost price, such uniform clothing as the 
States may wish to purchase from the Quar- 
termaster’s department. 

In view of the declarations of the Consti- 
tution and the known purpose of its framers 
to rely on “a well regulated militia’ as the 
military arm of our Republic, as the best 
national defense and as the security of free 
States,” this is indeed a modest bill. In 
1808, when we had but one-seventh of our 
population, and not a tithe of our present 
wealth, the annual militia appropriation 
was raised to $200,000 through the 
earnest exertions of President JEF- 
FERSON, and now, instead of rais- 
ing the appropriation to $1.400,000, which 
would be in proportion to our increased pop- 
ulation, this bill asks for only $600,000—less 
than half the amount. 

Such an appropriation is rididulous eom- 
pared with the many millions we expend on 
our paper navy, for military pensions and on 
our little regular army. It is out of propor- 
tion tothe importance and the duties as- 
signed to “a well-reguiated militia” by the 
Constitution. It would barely keep up the 
supply of arms, camp equipage, etc., if each 
State should organize its full quota, and it 
therefore leaves the principal burden and 
expense vf an effective militia upon the 
States, or upon the patriotic young men who 
are expected to give their time to this ser- 
vice without pay. The trouble about State 
appropriations is that most of our State leg- 
islators represent rural constituencies where 
it is difficult to maintain military organiza- 
tions, and where the need of themis but 
little felt. Every militia appropri- 
ation in a State Legislature is apt to be re- 
garded as for the sole benefit of cities and 
towns. 

A national appropriation of $600,000 a year 
would do some good, of course, and ought to 
pass without a word of opposition. But an 
annual appropriation of $3,000,000, about five 
cents per capita of our population, to uni- 
form and equip a volunteer militia, would 
give us one company in nearly every county- 
seat, asplendid National Guard of at least 
200,000 men, as effective for national defense 
in any sudden emergency as any costly army 
of similar size in Europe. With such aid 
from Congress the States would be much 
more inclined to do their proper share, @id 
the educational effect of maintaining 
such a body of citizen soldiery throughout 
the Union would be of incalculable value to 
our young men. It would bea school in 
which public spirit, National patriotism and 
State pride would, all together, acquire their 
highest and most harmonious development.

The women of Brazil rub tne juice 
ofa nut on the face, the skin of which (that ts to 
say, the epidermis or superticial skin) comes off, 
leaving the face ina raw state. Alter applying 
the nut-juice, the patient takes to her bed, and in 
three weeks afresh skin has formed and she has 
an entirely new cemplexion. It. is rather sur- 
prising on the whole that some such idea has not 
deen adopted in more civilized countries although 
a method somewhat nearly approaching it is ac- 
tually practiced in Paris by a physician who 
claims its Invention. I understand, on good au-
